As for disaster rehabilitation, 
Mizuta said a total of ¥8,000 mil- 
yon has been earmarked for dis- 
asters *occurring. in fiséal 
and a sum of ¥20,700 million for 
those in and before fiscal 1959, 

A sum of ¥12,000 million is 
set aside for investments in the 
Industrial Investment Special 
Account which are needed for 
increased export financing by 
the Export-Import Bank and 
aiding smaller enterprises in 
their payment of interest on 
their borrowings. 

Mizuta figured the total for 
extra funds needed for increas- 
ed payment of reparations and 
other special debts at ¥6,800 
million. 

The Finance Minister explain- 
ed that funds needed for meet- 
ing these requirements would 
come entirely from national tax 
and stamp revenues. Such re. 
venues for fiscal 1960 will 
amount to ¥1,493,800 million, an

It was 
the highest number of deaths 
in the capital on any single day 
since the Moslem revolt erupt- 
ed six years ago. 


Public authorities, in their ef- 
forts to restore order to the 
strife-torn city, blocked the pub- 
lication of the three Algiers 
morning newspapers Monday. 
A statement from the publishers 
said they were unable to publish 
“because of material difficulties.” 


While his troops were clash- 
ing with Moslem mobs in the 
Algerian capital De Gaulle Sun- 
day sought with apparent suc- 
cess to sell his concept of an 
“Algerian Algeria” to the Mos 
lem masses of the interior. 


The President was showered 
with the applause of thousands 
of Moslems as he moved through 
heavily Moslem areas with what 
amounted to a campaign speech 
for his own solution for the six- 
year-old Nationalist rebellion. 


At each of several stops, De 
Gaulle told crowds of Moslems 
that the future of Algeria was 
in their hands. This, it was

The President, wildly acclaim- 
ed, told the crowd France wants 
peace in Algeria. 


“On the basis of this peace,” 
he said, “It will be up to you 
to construct the new Algeria 
where the responsibilities will 
be in the hands of the Algeri- 
ans.”

N.Y. Times Lauds 
Japan High Court 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times, in an editorial titled 
“A Lesson in Democracy,” made 
this comment Monday on a Japa- 
nese Supreme Court decision: 


“The fantastic confusion about 
the meaning of democracy that 
prompted adolescent Japanese 
professors to a the riots that 
forced a canceliation of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's visit to Japan 
is revealed in a decision of the 
Japanese Supreme Court. 


“In a ‘believe-it-or-not’ case, 
the Supreme Court had to over- 
rule a decision of a lower court 
which had joined the riotetrs in 
the contention that the Japa- 
nese Constitution contained no 
provision making rioting a 
crime and that therefore this 
form of violence Was a thorough- 
ly constitutional and democratic 
procedure. The Socialist and 
Communist instigators of these 
riots had, of course, no tencer 
consideration for the legalities, 
but the rioting students and 
professors openly proclaimed at 
the time that what they were 
really doing was to ‘defend 
democracy.’ Even the police ap- 
pear to have been affected by 
the argument held by the Japa- 
nese rioters. 

“Now the Japanese Supreme 
Court has provided a valuable 
lesson to all of them to the 
effect that democracy does not 
mean mobocracy, that Democrat- 
ic government is conducted, not 
by snake dancing in the streets, 
but by means of the ballot box 
and parliamentary procedure, 
and that every Democratic gov- 
ernment has the right and the 
duty to suppress violence and 
fight rebellion. If that lesson 
sinks in, Japan's young demo 
cracy will most certainly be the 
gainer.”

Pro-Red Gov't Dissolved 
VIENTIANE (AP)—The Lae 
tian National Assembly in the 
right-wing rebel headquarters of 
Savannakhet has dissolved the 
day-old pro-Communist Govern- 
ment of leftist Quinim Phoisena. 
But Quinim said Monday, “We 
will fight to the last bullet if 
they attack us.” 


Quinim indicated he would 
ignore the decision of the Na- 
tional Assembly and possibly 
of the King himself if the King 
comes out against the Vientiane 
“Government.” 


The majority of the National 
Assembly, which has filed to 
right-wing rebel Gen. Phoumi 
Nosavan’s headquarters at 
Savannakhet voted no confid- 
ence in Quinim’s Government 
Sunday night, according to a 
Radio Savannakhet broadcast 
Monday. 


It said the Vientiane Govern. 
ment, which is still officially 
headed by neutralist Premier 
Souvanna Phouma but control- 
led by acting Premier Quinim, 
“is dissolved and stripped of all 
constitutional rights and pow- 
ers.” 


Radio Savannakhet said, “It is 
obvious this Government cannot 
carry out (its policies) or bring 
omy and security to the peo 
pie.” 

Quinim took over the Laotian 
Government Sunday from a 
military committee which had 
headed it for barely 24 hours. 
Souvanna fled to neighboring 
Cambodia Friday night after 
two successive military changes 
of. power in Vientiane in as 
many days had failed to bring 
the country any closer to a 
negotiated settlement of the six- 
year-old Laotian civil war. 
Quinim evacuated his family 
and the family of. Minister of 
Rural Affairs Sisournong aboard 
an Air Laos plane before noon 
Monday. 

The Burmese Ambassador 
drove up just before the plane 
took off and piled into the plane 
after a whispered conference 
with Quinim at the planeside. 
The French pilot of the plane 
said the flight was scheduled to 
Pnompenh but it may go on 
to Rangoon. 

Quinim remained behind but 
refused to discuss the situation 
at the airport beyond saying his 
troops will defend Vientiane. 
He shrugged scornfully at the 
Savannakhet report on the Na- 
tional Assembly action dissolv- 
ing his Government. 

Quinim said if his troops are 
attacked they will, of course, 
fight back. Russian military 
aid started flowing into Vien- 
tiane Sunday soon after Qui 
nim and a small group of leftist 
politicians took over the Lao- 
tian Government from a mili- 
tary committee which lasted 
barely 24 hours. 


Cambodia Guarding Prince 
PNOMPENH (UPI)—Prince 
Souvanna Phouma, Prime Min- 
ister of Laos, is under day-and- 
night Cambodian police guard 
in.a Government guest house 
here and refuses to see news- 
papermen. 

No newsmen are permitted in- 
side the building where the 
Premier, who fled Laos, is stay- 
ing.

The answer is that the Presi- 
dent has ordered mainly a re- 
directing of dollars and of the 
dollars appropriated for aid to 
Korea we are going to save 
them by directing them back 
to the U.S.

There ig no real saving in ac- 
tual spending, but there can be 
a large reduction in dollar or 
gold outgo from the U.S. by 
forcing the spending of aid 
money for U.S. prodycts and 
services. This in effect trans- 
fers the aid program from a 
global money giveaway opera- 
tion to one of granting essen- 
tially American goods and serv- 
ices. It will not be an exten- 
sion of credits as some experts 
have maintained.

NEW YORK (AP)—New York 
City’s Department of Marine 
and Aviation announced Sunday 
that its new four-berth pier in 
Brooklyn, which will be leased

The con- 
tract provides for annual rental 
payments of 6% per cent of 
construction cost. On the basis 
of the $9,800,000 completion 
cost, the rent will be $637,000 
a year.

The Japanese people have taken a keen interest in the 
fortunes of this new Asian country since its rise with the 
division of the Indian subcontinent into two states, India 


and Pakistan, in 1947.

Both the new states have had to 
serious difficulties—India by reason of 


linguistic differences in its vast population and Pakistan 
by reason of its geographical division into two widely 


separated areas. 


There have also been serious disputes 


between the two states, largely owing to the existence 
of religious minorities belonging by faith, if not by race, 


to each in the territory of the other. 


There has also been 


the complicating factor in this latter connection fn that 
Pakistan is a distinctly Moslem state while India adheres 
to the Hindu conception of a secular state. 


Other sources of tension 


between India and Pakistan 


include the Kashmir dispute and the recent differences 


over the Indus waters. 


The situation, however, has much 


improved of late, and President Ayub Khan's statement 
while in Djakarta in the course of his present tour on the 


subject of Kashmir will be welcomed. 


“The Kashmir 


problem,” he said, “is capable of resolution. Such would 
not benefit only us but also India. Also the whole of 


South Asia would benefit.” 


Japan’s relations with Pakistan have been of a con- 
sistently cordial character, although there have been some 
differences of opinion over the conclusion of a commerce 
and navigation treaty during the past year which it is 


hoped to clear up soon. 


Foreign Minister Zentaro Kosaka 


said last Saturday that President Ayub Khan’s visit would 


accelerate conclusion of the 
negotiation. 


treaty which is now under 


The negotiations, stalemated since Japan 


submitted a draft treaty last May, were resumed last month. 


There is no reason why the treaty should not eventually 
materialize. Pakistan, although she must naturally guard 
her own trade interests, has always shown herself ready 


to meet the ideas of this country. 


As a gesture of good- 


will, it will be recalled, she waived all claims for reparations 
against Japan conferred upon her by the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty, and restored all assets belonging to the 
Japanese Government and Japanese nationals in Pakistan. 


Agreements to promote trade between the two,countries 
have been signed and renewed from time to time without 
interruption since 1949, and a number of Japanese missions 
have gone to Pakistan for various purposes designed to 
forward the development of that country. Japanese in- 
dustrial firms are now engaged in building Pakistan's 
largest fertilizer factory and its auxiliary thermal power 


pliant at Fenchuganj in East Pakistan.

nations are also giving Pakistan valued assistance under 


the Colombo Plan. 


Pakistan’s domestic political problems include the hold- 
ing together of the two areas, to which we have already 
referred, separated as they are by 1,000 miles of Indian 
territory and the adjustment of Islamic practices to modern 


conditions. 


Pakistan still has a population of several 


million Hindus and these have to be reconciled with the 
interests of a predominantly Moslem state. 


Externally, Pakistan remains a member of the Common- 


wealth of Nations, and her

powers continue to. be friendly. She is a member of 
SEATO and CENTO and while in Indonesia President 
Ayub Khan pointed out that this membership was purely 


defensive.

Social conditions in Pakistan are reported to be steadily 


improving.

Before the partition of the subcontinent, over 80 per cent 
of the population were illiterate and, in that portion of 
the country which is now West Pakistan, the percentage 


of illiteracy was even higher. 


Universities, colleges and 


technical high schools have sprung up and the number 
of primary schools greatly increased. Japan has offered 
six scholarships to Pakistani students every year for study 
in Japanese universities on such subjects as . animal 
husbandry, engineering, and dentistry, increased knowledge 


on which is a desideratum in Pakistan. 


This year the 


offer has been repeated for postgraduate course. 


There are obviously many directions in which Japan 
can help forward the modern progress of Pakistan, and 
the visit of President Ayub Khan should stimulate further 
interest in a country which has many attractive features. 
The fact that they are divided by practically the whole 
breadth of Asia need not deter us from maintaining the 


closest relations possible.

As a result the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party won the 
strong support of a large ma- 
jority .f .ur people, and I have 
been chosen once more to shoul- 
der the heavy responsibilities 
of government. [ have renew- 
ed my resolve to respond to 
the trust and expectations. of 
my fellow countrymen, 


During the election campaign, 
discussions were confined pri- 
marily to the respective plat- 
forms advocated by the parties. 
1 believe this is one evidence of 
the progress of democratic gov- 
ernment in Japan. On the other 
hand, in spite of this fact it can- 
not be denied that there is 
strong public criticism against 
the method in which the elec- 
tion itself is conducted. Re- 
sponding to this public critic. 
ism, = intend to give concrete 
study to measures for ensuring 
fair elections with the wide sup- 
port of the people. 


Foreign Policy 


With a view to setting in con- 
crete form in the drafting of 
the budget for the next fiscal 
vear the various election pledges 
and submitting them to the Na- 
tional Diet for deliberation as 
speedily as possible, the Gov- 
ernment is assiduously engaged 
in making preparations. To- 
day, I shall confine myself to 
clarifying the policies relat- 
ing to the immediate problems 
that confront us. 

In viewing the current inter- 
national situation, the path to- 
ward easing international ten- 
sions is by no means smooth, as 
was indicated in the recent 
United Nations General Assem- 
bivy. However, I firmly believe 
that the wisdom of mankind 
and the strong aspiration of 
peace on the part of all peoples 
will surely succeed in guaran- 
teefng peace for the world. 


In the conduct of our foreign 
policy, we shall continue to 
contribute toward world peace 
and security as a responsible 
member of the international 
community. At the same time, 
in order to seek the welfare and 
prosperity of the Japanese peo- 
ple, we shall adopt careful 
measures in an independent 
manner and with a flexible ap- 
proach, in keeping with the de- 
velopments in the international 
situation, 


Relations With U.S. 


As the result of the Presi- 
dential election in the United 
States, Sen. Kennedy, the 
Democratic candidate, is to as 
sume office as the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. I 
wish to express my heartfelt 
gratitude for the friendly co 
operation extended to our coun- 
try by the United States under 
the administration of President 
Eisenhower during the past 
eight years. It is not only my 
hope but my firm conviction 
that Japan’s relations with the 
United States under the Demo- 
cratic administration which 
will assume office from January 
next vear will continue to 
grow more intimate than ever. 

Recently the United States 
Government afounced its pro- 
grams for improving its inter- 
national accounts. We can well 
understand its measures to 
recover a balance in its inter- 
national payments in view of 
the importance of its responsi- 
bility to world economy. As re- 
gards the effects of the Ameri- 
can program on the economy 
of our own country, we will 
have to make a careful study 
and to take the necessary coun- 
ter-measures. But I expect 
that the situation will be re- 
medied swiftly through the 
joint efforts of free nations 
exerted through awareness of 
their community of interests. 

The reduction in special pro- 
curement in Japan arising from 
the steps taken by the United 
States is one of the trials ex- 


a 


pected during the process of 
the achievement of self-suste- 
nance by our economy. Efforts 
must be made to overcome these 
trials through the development 
of our economic strength, both 
internally and externally. And 
I believe that this is possible. 

Therefore, we do not recognize 
the need for redrafting the gen- 
eral concept for measures for 
our economic growth which we 
are currently seeking to im- 
plement as a guide for the long- 
ranged operation of our econo- 
my. Furthermore, with regard 
to trade liberalization in line 
with the trend toward liberaliza- 
tion of the world economy also. 
we do not recognize the need 
for altering our position of pro- 
moting our trade liberalization 
in the interest of the expansion 
of our trade as well as world 
economy. 


Ties With Free World 


The Government intends to 
pay special attention to the 
strengthening of Japan's co- 
operative relations not only with 
the United States but also with 
all free nations as a whole. Es- 
pecially, with Great Britain and 
other West European countries, 
we will carry on close coopera- 
tion and consultations on the 
various important problems con- 
fronting the world. At the same 
time, it is our intention to fur- 
ther promote economic inter- 
course with the Afro-Asian 
group and the Central and South 
American countries, We shall 
also seek to promote mutual 
understanding and friendly re- 
lations with Communist coun- 
tries, under the principles of 
mutual respect for one another's 
standpoint and noninterference 
in the internal affairs of other 
nations. 

Diplomacy is a matter which 
concerns the very fate of a 
country, In order to effective- 
ly carry out foreign policy 
measures, it is essential to have 
the strong support of the 
nation, based upon an objec- 
tive appraisal of the _ inter- 
national situation. Once it 
becomes clear that an issue is 
supported by the majority of 
the people, this fact should be 
respected, and we must avoid 
airing abroad domestic politi- 
cal disputes. The Government 
will. endeavor to see that its 
foreign policy refiect fully the 
fair and just opinion of the pub- 
li 


c. 

From the time I first took 
charge of the Government, I 
have always advocated that the 
growth of our economy is an 
indispensable prerequisite in 
the establishment of a new 
welfare state and that for this 
purpose the expansion of 
public investments and tax re- 
duction as well as the firm 
establishment of social security 
systems must be vigorously 
carried out. As a result of 
the recent election, [I have 
strenghthened my conviction 
that this policy has won the 
approval of the majority of our 
people. Accordingly, the Gov- 
ernment is speeding up its work 
in. compiling the budget for 
next year and proceeding with 
its study of administrative 
measures in general. It is 
from the standpoint of imple- 
menting a part of our program 
as soon as possible that we are 
submitting to the present ses- 
sion of the Diet a supplemen- 
tary budget amounting to ¥151,- 
400 million and bills required 
therefor. We are thus taking 
the first step toward the fulfill- 
ment of our public pledge. 


Economic Growth 


One of the major aims of the 
economic growth policy lies in 
fostering further employment 
opportunities with a high earn- 
ing rate through the develop- 
ment of the economy, and mean- 
while in eliminating the gaps in 
income. In this sense, a vital 
importance attaches to the polli- 
cies relating to agriculture, 
forestry and fishery, and also to 
medium and+small enterprises. 
The Government is making pre- 
parations along these lines.

Ikeda’s Diet Speech 

The policy speech made by 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda be- 
fore the Diet Monday did not 
convince the people. However, 
it was notable that Ikeda men- 
tioned the necessity of attain- 
ing “clean elections.” This was 
Ikeda’s first official statement 
regarding clean elections and it 
is earnestly hoped that Ikeda 
will tackle the problem with 
sineerity.. The statement made 
by Ikeda with respect to dip 
lomatic policies lacked concrete 
details. . However, his promise 
to. promote friendly relations 
with Communist countries on 
the principle of mutual respect 
of each other's stand and non- 
interference in each other's in- 
ternal affairs should be praised 
as it is a step forward for the 
Ikeda Cabinet. Regarding his 
economic policy, Ikeda said he 
sees no need to change his long- 
range economic plan, despite 
U.S. measures to curb dollar 
spending abroad. His statement 
on economic affairs did not 
make it clear whether the long- 
range plan was the one to double 
national income in 10 years or 
the Government's new economic 
program aimed at expanding the 
national economy by nine per 
cent annually for the next three 
years.—Asahi Shimbun 


The Diet speech made hy 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda fell 
short of our expectations, It 
goes. without saying that the 


nation had expected much more 
of a new administrative policy 
from the second Ikeda regime 
and the Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty which has emerged victorious 
in the recent general election. 
Indeed, the Prime Minister in 
his Diet address stated that he 
would renew his determination 
and answer the trust and ex- 
pectations of the general masses 
but regrettably failed to clarify 
any of his plans.

Furthermore, the further ex- 
pansion and development of the 
country’s economy is predicated 
on the expansion of exports. 
Special efforts will be devoted 
to export promotion. As a step 
in that direction, additional 
funds will be furnished to the 
Japan Export-Import Bank so 
as to encourage plant exports 
and promote economic coopera- 
tion abroad. 

Our social security system, 
with the national insurance svys- 
tem and people’s annuity sys- 
tem as its two main pillars, has 
reached a stage where it must 
be structurally reconsolidated, 
With a view to replenishing and 
reinforcing the system, the 
necessary measures are in the 
course of preparation. 

Especially with respect tothe 
people's annuity under a contri- 
butory system, it is being 
readied for operation with the 
various details such as the mat- 
ter of over-all computation of 
different anmeity systems and 


_the measures connected with the 


implementation of the contribu- 
tory system being worked out. 
Other improvements, including 
the creation of a lump-sum al- 
lowance system in case of death 
are also contemplated. 


Annual Tax Cut 


In the light of the current 
state of the public tax burden, 
the Government is drawing up, 
with all speed, a bill calculated 
to realize an annual tax cut to 
a total of more than ¥100,000 
million in order to stabilize and 
elevate the people's living stand- 
ard, to spur the people's will 
and zeal to work, to promote 
medium, small business, and to 
improve the makeup of enter- 
prises. For the present, we are 
planning to reduce the tax de- 
ducted at source which is ievied 
on wages and salary incomes 
for January to March next year. 

The renovation of education 
and the promotion of science and 
technology are the prerequisites 
for all other measures. I am 
determined to devote special ef- 
forts toward those ends. The 
rapid increase in the number 
of middle and high schools es- 
pecially calis for urgent action. 
The Government will adopt 
necessary measures under this 
year’s supplementary budget as 
an immediate measure in the 
case of middle schools. 

As regards the pay schedule 
for national public service per- 
sonnel, it will be revised, in ac- 
cordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the National Personnel 
Authority, retroactively as from 
Oct. 1 this year. A similar re- 
vision will be carried out with 
respect to the special govern- 
ment service personnel and 
local public service personnel. 
The necessary bills related there- 
to and a supplementary budget 
for this purpose are being sub- 
mitted to this Diet for delibera- 
tion. I hope that the public 
service personnel will perform 
their functions with greater de- 
votion and give fuller play to 
their capabilities. The Govern- 
ment will seek to raise the ef- 
ficiency of their service and to 
maintain a high-rate of disci- 
pline.

The Rakanji at Shimo-meguro, 
Tokyo is famous for its 380 
statues representing Rakan or 
Buddha disciples. The temple 
originally stood at Honjo, the 
present Koto Ward. There is 
an interesting story about those 
statues.

Desiring to gain salvation 
through pilgrimages, he went to 
Kyushu. When he visited the 
Rakanji at Yabakei, he was so 
impressed by the group of 
Rakan statues, carved out of 
the natural rock that he de 
termined to make some. 


With this determination he re- 
turned to Edo, and erecting a 
small hut in the compounds of 
the Jumyo-ji Temple, at Asakusa 
he commenced his task of carv- 
ing. His neighbors were sur- 
prised at the great skill, 
hitherto unrevealed with which 
he made his first statues. Many 
came to offer him help to make 
more statues, bringing him 
money and rice. By 1692, he 
had finished 10. 

His supporters increased, 
among whom were many feu- 
dal lords and rich merchants 
such as Asand Takumino-kami, 
Echigoya (present Mitsukoshi) 
and others. 

By the time he was 48, he 
had carved 536 Rakan statues, 
and in 1699 he erected the 
Rakanji at Itsutsume, Honjo to 
house and display them. He 
died in 1710 at the age of 63. 

After his death, the temple 
declined in fortune, and many 
of the Rakan statues were sold 
by thoughtless priests who came 
to take charge of the temple. 

Later, it was moved to the 
present site with all the re- 
maining statues, but there are 
only 380 of them now.

UAR Actions 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Herald Tribune said “it 
would seem increasingly difficult 
for the United Arab Republic to 


‘justify the honor of a Security 


Council seat—or for the United 
States to support its claims.” 


The paper said: “As a foot-' 
note to the recent news head- 
lines created by various actions 
of the United Arab Republic, 
it might be pointed out that the 
same UAR is currently seeking 
a two-year term on the U.N. Se 
curity Council as the ‘regional’ 
representative for the Middle 
East—apparentiy with strong 
support of the United States. 


“As a Middle Eastern repre- 
sentative the UAR's claims have 
been most recently weakened by 
its quarrels with Iraq and Jor- 
dan—including the Jordanian 
charge of Egyptian complicity 
in the assassination of Premier 
Majali. 


“In Africa, the UAR's most 
recent achievement is to have 
had its ambassador in Leopold- 
ville expelled by the Congolese 
Government for interference in 
internal affairs—and subse- 
quently to pull its troops out 
of the U.N. police force.” 


Algerian Debate 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Discuss- 
ing the Algerian debate at the 
United Nations the New York 
Times said what Mongi Slim of 
Tunisia had to say in the Gen- 
eral Assembly “was more or less 
the same old story in nowise 
changed by what has happened 
in the last year or so, and in 
nowise strengthened by the fact 
that 25 Asian-African states are 
behind it. Mr. Slim carried the 
story back to the first French 
occupation of Algeria in 1830, 
and brought it down to date 
with some appalling figures of 
the losses in killed and wound- 
ed on both sides. One would 
not have guessed from any- 
thing he said that some of those 
killed were Aljlgerian civilians 
who had been put to death by 
their own countrymen. It is 
not necessary, of course, to 
apologize for what has been 
done by some of the French 
commanders. 


“But what is the way out? 
It is plain that the U.N. cannot 
bring in.foree to bear. The 
French Government is unwill- 
ing to admit that Algeria is 
properly a subject for debate in 
the United Nations. The most 
that Mr. Slim and his support- 
ers seem to ask is a ‘U.N. pre- 
sence’ to make sure that when 
a referendum is held on the sub- 
ject of Algeria's future the 
votes will be honestly counted. 
This is hardly a proposition that 
will appeal to the De Gaulle 
Government, which has already 
this year set free 14 members 
of the French community and 
which has offered, in General 
De Gaulle’s statement of Nov. 
4, to hold a plebiscite and to 
accept ‘the solution, whatever 
it may be, which may be deter- 
mined by the vote.’ 


“A realistic solution would be 
to terminate the present debate 
after everybody has had his 
say, and to give General De 
Gaulle a chance to carry out his 
courageous proposals to settle 
the Algerian question at the 
ballot box.” 


Korean Death Penalty 


WASHINGTON’ (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Washington Post said 
that the enactment of laws in 
South Korea to permit the death 
penalty to be imposed rétroac- 
tively was “a depressing com- 
nientary” on the situation there. 


It conceded that members and 
supporters of the regime of Dr. 
Syngman Rhee “scandalously 
rigged the election of last 
March and were responsible for 
outrages prior to and during the 
April revolution.” 


“That some members of Rhee’s 
old Liberal Party have sought 
to carry on corruption as usual 
under new guises also is evident. 
Still, the enactment of laws to 
permit the death penalty to be 
imposed retroactively is a de 
pressing commentary. 


“In extenuation it may be 
said that many of the crimes 
of which such persons are ac- 
cused were broadly understood 
as crimes against humanity and 
against representative govern- 


ment even if the stiffer penal- 
ties were not spelled out In law. 

“But the continuing pressur- 
ing amounting to intransigence 
by the student groups which 
refused to condone the lighter 
sentences in earlier trials has 
an unpleasant aroma of vVen- 
geance. It contrasts sharply 
with the marvellous restraint 
of the students at the time of 
the limited revolution. 

“If democratic government is 
to succeed in Korea it must be 
a government of solid not trans- 
ient law. The counter-part re- 
quirement, of course, is that 
there be enough forward move- 
ment to inspire confidence and 
alleviate the pressures.” 


Red Manifesto 


NEW YORK (AP)—Com- 
menting editorially Wednesday 
on the statement of the world 
Communist conference in Mos- 
cow, the New York Times said: 

“The number of falsehoods in 
this document is so great as to 
be almost beyond counting. 
Many of them are simply ridi- 
culous, such as the assertion’ 
that the United States is ‘pre- 
paring a new war of aggres- 
sion’ or the claim that Commu- 
nists are against the export of 
revolution and against imposing 
Communist control from abroad. 
If Premier Khrushchev really 
accepts the fantastic picture of 
the world which this document 


presents, the question of the 
wisdom of future high-level 
negotiations with him must 


again be raised more sharply 
than ever. The road pointed by 
the Moscow statement is not 
the road to lasting peace.” 


The paper said the central 
policy of the statement “is a 
directive to Communists the 
world over to step up in every 
way possible the war against 
free men, using every possible 
weapon from armed revolution 
to diplomatic negotiations.” 


Japan and Nepal 


KATMANDU (AP) — Nepal 
considers very valuable her 
friendship with Japan, one of 
the nation’s leading newspapers 
said. The Commoner of Katman- 
du added: 


“It is this valuable friendship 
which the visit of Crown Prince 
Akihito and Princess Michiko 
will be strengthening. 


The paper said Nepal “realizes 
that in her own efforts for eco- 
nomic development, examples of 
industry and hard labor set by 
Japan which, due to these vir- 
tues, today is considered a front 
ranking industrial power, will 
be of helpful inspiration. Japan's 
experiences can provide us with 
good lessons.” 


Malaya and Indonesia 


DJAKARTA (UPI)—The In- 
donesian press has toned down 
its attack on Malayan Premier 
Tengka Abdul Rahman but is 
still critical of his attempts to 
mediate the Dutch-Indonesian 
dispute over West New Guinea. 


The general tone of editorial 
comment was that Rahman's 
mediation efforts failed because 
he misunderstood the Indonesi- 
an attitude toward the disputed 
territory. 


Rahman announced in the 
-Malayan Parliament he was 
washing his hands of the issue 
because of hostile attacks by 
the government-controlled Indo- 
nesian press, 


The daily paper Merdeka 
praised the Tengku's Parliament 
speech criticizing the Indonesi- 
an press for “its frankness and 
honesty.” But it said there was 
a strong impression that the 
Tengku was trying to blame the 
failure of his mission on Indo- 
nesia. 


The paper said this was “ridi- 
culous” because in Cairo the 
Tengku said Dutch stubborness 
was responsibie. 


The wultranationalist paper 
Herita Indonesia reminded Rah- 
man that “goodwill alone is 
not enough.” The daily com- 
mented that Rahman, “with- 
out being aware of it, has been 
duped and exploited by the 
Dutch.” 


It added that the “wrong start 
with the wrong attitude had re- 
sulted in failure. No satisfac- 
tion has been obtained, instead 
only disappointment.” 
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
